At “Expobible”

HE Biste PAviLion erected by the Belgian Bible 
Blessciery at the Universal Exhibition in Brussels, 
mainly with the help of local evangelical groups, in- 
cludes a large structure in the form of a huge Bible 
mounted on supports so that it can be seen from a 
distance, across which passages from the Bible move 
—in French, Flemish, German, Spanish, Italian and 
Russian. 

In the evening this illuminated text can easily be 
read by visitors to the 
Atomium and by the 
crowds as they leave the 
exhibition by the World 
Gate. Many people 
have already come to 
purchase a Bible after 
having had their in- 
terest caught from a 
distance by the illu- 
minated text. 

A world map eleven 
yards long is fixed on 
the outside wall of the 
pavilion along one 
street. This map, en- 
titled ‘‘One Book— 
1,100 Languages,’ has 
mounted on it eighty 
photographic enlarge- 
ments, in relief, of verses chosen from ‘‘’The Gospel in 
Many Tongues.” Groups of school children who pass 
in front of this linguistic map are glad to stop there. 
Many of the people who come into the pavilion ask 
questions about the number of languages into which 
the Bible has been translated. The Scriptures (Bibles, 
New ‘Testaments and Gospels) in three hundred 
languages which we have displayed in our windows 
or keep in our cupboards are always a source of 
attraction. 

Cameras are very often focused on the inside wall 
of the pavilion. Here the central message of the Bible 
—in the work of love accomplished by Christ for all 
men—is pointed out by means of a frieze of photo- 
graphs eleven yards long, surmounted by a large 
black chain and a cross in teak as well as by a yellow 
arrow made of wire netting. he photographs often 
arouse questions and discussion, and when such con- 
versations are entered into, they nearly always end in 
the sale of a Bible. Volunteers are able to give the 
necessary explanations in French, Flemish, English, 
German, Spanish, Russian, Polish, etc. 
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One show window contains reproductions of in 
portant manuscripts, in particular a reconstruction ¢ 
the Dead Sea Scroll of Isaiah and of the Coda 
Bodmer II, the oldest known manuscript of t 
Gospel of John. In another window are displayed 0 
Bibles in Flemish, French and German. These docv 
ments of academic and historical interest invariab] 
hold the attention of the priests who visit the pavilio

Our “Illuminated Bible Pavilion’’ indeed seems 
fulfill its promise, judging by the interest shown E 
those who visit it.

Dnce again the Bible opened the door to fellow- 
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ship, not just the fellowship of the Book, The Book 
That Lives, but the fellowship of the household of 
faith, the family of the God who is faithful and has 
called us into “‘the fellowship of His Son, Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” 

It was this kind of fellowship that the unknown 
Marine longed for fifteen years ago—a spiritual 
fellowship of Bible reading that started a chain re- 
action which now reaches millions of people in fifty 
different countries. 

It is the kind of fellowship in which every member 
of the Bible Society family is invited to have a share 
by making gifts that live in the Master’s work of 
translating and distributing the Holy Scriptures in 
this nation and more than forty other countries. 
Whenever a person with the Book meets a person 
without the Book, the door has been opened to 
Christian fellowship.

BIBLE PARTNERSHIP IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA 


“We want to know what you do here” 


HESE WORDS came from a young girl, a member of 
‘Ts junior Sunday-school class visiting the Bible 
House in Cristdbal, Canal Zone. What an opportunity 
for the Secretary to talk about his work! 

The Rev. J. W. Limkemann, Secretary of the 
American Bible Society for Central America, an- 
swered that question in his annual report, the high 
lights of which should be reported to all the friends 
of the Bible Society: 


Partnership 


Giving the Bible to the world today is the work of a 
large fellowship of people. They have read the Bible, 
and more important, the Bible has read them. ‘The 
Central American Agency of the Bible Society takes 
its place in this worldwide Christian partnership. 

As part of this partnership the American Bible 
Society places its resources of published Scriptures, 
colporteurs and translation helps at the disposal of 
the total evangelical program of the churches. ‘These 
resources are drawn only in small part out of Central 
America, where evangelical churches are hard 
pressed in their endeavor to get on their own feet. 
Without the partnership of churches outside, it is not 
possible to carry on a rounded program of Bible 
Society work. As churches in other parts of the world 
set aside a fair share of benevolence to the American 
Bible Society, they become partners in Christ with 
Central Americans who are valiantly bringing the 
warmth of the Christian Church and its Biblical 
message to their own people. Often out of poverty 
and with heavy local burdens, our churches made 
sacrificial, though not large, contributions. ‘The

ELL, that little scene is going to be enacted over 
W and over again one or two months from now, in 
spite of all the pleas to ‘“‘Do Your Christmas Shopping 
Early.” It is one of the most pathetic symptoms of 
our hectic American life. Everybody with plenty of 
money, the stores full of plenty of things and twenty- 
four hours in every day, which from the beginning of 
the world has been plenty of time—but still, anxious 
customers go hunting for gifts and tired salespeople 
keep trying to help them at the last moment. 

It would be hard enough at any time of the year, 
but how infinitely sad it is as we approach the day 
when the world is supposed to remember Him who 
said ‘Peace I give unto you. . . let not your heart be 
troubled ... If thou hadst known, even thou, at 
least in this thy day, the things which belong unto 
thy peace!” 

May I suggest a remedy for this spiritual disease 
which becomes epidemic among the American people 
every December? It is a far more potent medicine 
than “Do your Christmas shopping early”’; it is “Do 
your Christmas thinking early.” 

It is not too late, even now, to get your Christmas 
thinking straightened out. 

Every thought you give to Christmas ought to be 
surcharged with the remembrance of the origin of 
Christmas. Most of the people in the United States 
do not go to church regularly, and millions have never 
read for themselves, if indeed they ever heard them 
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read, the stories in the Bible about the birth of 
Saviour, who is Christ the Lord. So I suggest th 
the first thing every one of us should do should be 
read the second chapter of Matthew’s Gospel ani 
the first and second chapters of Luke’s Gospel. 

The next thought might be tied to these stories 
why do we give gifts at Christmas time? Is it not1 
remembrance of the gift God made to His childreni 
sending One who should save them from their sing 

And now the thoughts begin to come trooping i 
fast. Do the gifts I give really reflect the gift of Chri 
to the world? Do I give them in the spirit in whic 
Christ was given? Do I give them to the people Chri 
would have me remember? 

Well, let’s consider these questions a moment. 
my gifts reflect the gift of Christ to the world? Aft 
all, most of the Christmas wishes we extend a 
found on the greeting cards we mail out and the gi 
cards we wrap in with our packages. What is on the 
cards? Scotty dogs, or hunting scenes or a coach a’ 
four, or is there a picture of a manger or a star int 
sky over a little city set on a hillside?

reader, and the store does not stock law books. But 
the attendant had the presence of mind to say, “‘I 
have a book here that contains the laws basic to our 
legal system.’ She showed him a Bible, which the 
judge purchased. 

The sixteen bookstores with which the Bible Society 
cooperates in Central America are active aids in 
making the Scriptures available everywhere. 


Correspondents and Colporteurs 


These are they who keep supplies of Scriptures and 
make person-to-person contacts. 

CASE IN POINT: Rev. Marion F. Woods, Methodist 
missionary in Golfito, the heart of the bananaland on 
the west coast of Costa Rica, is an active evangelist 
and distributor of Scriptures. One trip to the town of 
El Mafz (Corn) across the coastal mountain range 
from Golfito required seven hours on foot. 

In Jinotega, Nicaragua, near the Honduran border, 
Mr. Richard Lindsey of the Central American 
Mission twice covered his town of 7,000 inhabitants 
within ten months in a voluntary colportage endeavor. 
He reports that he was courteously received in all but

More and more churches are awakening to the 
need of Bibles in the pews. Bibles in the act of church 
worship are becoming as essential as hymnbooks. 
One pastor, whose church has sufficient Bibles for 
every pew, was not satisfied until there was also a 
Bible for every seat in the youth chapel. 

Another pastor writes: 

You cannot imagine what a change has taken place 
in our worship service since we placed Bibles in every 
pew, and started to use them in our corporate wor- 
ship. I have been told that families which had not 
read the Bible together for years were now doing so 
again, either around the breakfast table or in the 
evening. Thank you for urging us to take this im- 
portant step. I wish that every church would follow 
your sound advice. 

Bibles become lost, and sometimes there is not the 
money to buy a new one. The Pacific District of the 
American Bible Society is determined that no one 
who really needs and wants a Bible shall ever be de- 
nied the joy of owning a Bible and being able to read 
God’s Word. Many requests are received, and all are 
given careful consideration and helped if possible. 
Sometimes the gifts are not acknowledged, but usually 
a letter or a postcard comes back with a message of 
gratitude; which shows how the Bible has been needed 
and appreciated. 

A postcard: 

I want to thank you for the Bible which I received 
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about six houses. He sold 62 Bibles, 60 ‘Testaments 
and 477 Illustrated Portions. 


Guatemala Subagency 


The year 1957 marked the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of evangelical work in Guatemala. Special mention 
should be given to Mr. Ralph Rice, appointed 
Subagent for Guatemala in 1956. Within less than 
three years a copy of the Scriptures will have been 
distributed for every literate inhabitant. 

As part of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
evangelical church, the Guatemala Subagency sup- 
plied the Christian Association of University Students 
with 4,000 Spanish New Testaments (VR235) for all” 
the university students of the country. Eight hundred” 
of those Testaments were a gift of this Agency, the re-— 
mainder being paid for with a ten-percent discount 
by this student group. 

At first they thought of sending the Testaments by 
mail, but then they decided to deliver each ‘Testa- 
ment personally in order to give a word of personal 
testimony about what the Testament meant to their 
own lives. In all these ways the Christians who live in 
Central America are partners in Bible distribution 
with all other Christians around the world.

From Regimental Chaplain Ora H., 
McKinney, Jr., of Fort Dix, New Jersey: 


“The supply of Bibles and Testaments ° 


which we received from your Society re- 
cently is almost depleted, and I should like 
to submit the enclosed order for your con- 
sideration. 

“In this training regiment we have a 
rapid turnover of men, and therefore the 
demand is especially heavy. The men come 
here for their indoctrination into the Army, 
and it is my observation that few men come 
equipped with either a Bible or a Testa- 
ment. I believe that every man should have 
one of them for his own use, as it not only 
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helps him as an individual, but it has a 
tremendous effect upon life in the barracks. 

“During the past two months I have no- 
ticed that the “Portions” are being used a 
lot. When I inquired about this fact to a 


number of soldiers, I discovered that it is ~ 


light and convenient to carry and can be 
used during ‘“‘breaks” in training. One man 
testified in our mid-week Service that he 
had read the entire set of New Testament 
Portions and Proverbs during his busy 
eight weeks of basic training. There have 
been a number of requests for the Psalms.”
